To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  of  the  City  of  Bath. 

Ladiks  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Bath. 
In  form,  the  Report  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  although  a 
certain  amount  of  new  matter  has  been  added  and  figures  have, 
of  course,  been  brought  up  to  date. 

The  Vital  Statistics  as  a whole  shew  little  more  than  the 
usual  variations  which  occur  from  year  to  year  over  a period 
during  which  there  has  been  no  material  change  in  genera^ 
conditions.  That  is  to  say  they  compare  very  satisfactorily  with 
those  of  other  similar  places  and  particularly  with  those  included, 
as  Bath  is,  among  the  105  great  towns.  There  are  indeed  few 
districts,  if  there  are  any,  where  taking  everything  into  con- 
sideration the  general  health  ot  the  community  is  better  than  in 
Bath.  If  we  congratulate  ourselves,  however,  on  this,  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  very  much  3'et  remains  to  be  done.  Eternal 
vigilance  is  still  the  price  of  safety. 

Our  birth-rate  is  always  relatively  low.  During  1922  it 
was  definitely  below  the  average  recorded  shortly  before  the  war 
and  not  much  higher  than  the  average  for  tne  war  years. 

The  corrected  death-rate  (12-6)  is  slightly  less  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales.  It  was  higher  than  that  for  1921  and 
exactly  the  same  as  the  average  for  1916-20.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  compared  with  1921  was  chiefly  confined 
to  persons  aged  65  years  and  over,  and  could  not  be  assigned  to 
an}  particular  cause. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  under 
one  year  for  every  thousand  births,  was  57.  This  is  the  lowest 
recorded  except  during  1919  and  1920,  when  the  figures  were 
41  and  52  The  infant  mortality  in  the  country  as  a whole  was 
77.  An  infant  mortality  rate  which  is  either  high  or  low  may 
evidently  be  associated  with  a high  or  a low  birth  rate  in  one  of 
four  ways.  It  is  possible  that  the  combination  to  which  we 
approximate  in  Bath,  that  is  to  say  a low  infantile  mortality  and 
a low  birth  rate,  may  be  the  most  satisfactory  under  the  present 
social  conditions. 
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Some  reference  must  be  made  here  to  Housing-,  the 
fundamental  importance  of  which,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
Public  Health,  is  now  generally  acknowledged.  What  is  not  so 
well  recognised  is  that  there  are  really  two  problems  which  in 
many  ways  are  curiously  separate  and  distinct.  One  is  to 
provide  houses  for  those  at  present  unable  to  obtain  them.  The 
other,  to  rehouse  families  living  in  slum  areas  under  conditions 
which  in  some  cases  are  little  less  than  disgraceful.  The  former 
has  been  partly  solved  by  the  erection  of  124  houses  at  English- 
combe  Park,  though  of  course  much  yet  remains  to  be  done. 
The  other  problem  has,  through  force  of  inevitable  circumstances, 
unfortunately  been  scarcely  touched  since  the  war.  It  is 
almost  true  to  say  that  the  building  of  the  new  Corporation 
houses,  though  of  untold  value  to  large  numbers  of  the 
community,  has  not  enabled  a single  slum  dwelling  to  be  closed. 
It  has  helped  to  relieve  overcrowding,  but  not  to  get  rid  of  the 
unfit  house. 

The  Housing  Committee,  however,  has  now  before  it  a 
definite  scheme  dealing  with  certain  areas  near  the  Broad  Quay 
and  in  the  Dolemeads,  which  when  it  is  carried  through  will 
form  a valuable  beginning  to  the  much  needed  work  of  slum 
clearance.  It  will  only  be  a beginning,  since  a considerable 
number  of  houses  widely  distributed  through  the  City  are  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  In  the  absence  of  alternative  accom- 
modation Closing  Orders  are  almost  impossible,  while  to  spend 
money  on  them  would  in  most  cases  be  to  perpetuate  for  an 
indefinite  period  a state  of  affairs  which  ought  to  be  tolerated  no 
longer.  It  is  very  much  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  take  advantage  of  any  a.ssistauce  now  offered  by 
the  Government  to  inaugurate  new  schemes  for  reconstruction, 
not  only  in  the  Dolemeads,  but  in  other  parts  of  the  City  as  well. 

It  is  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  various  Committees  con- 
cernedwith  Public  Health  work  for  the  sympathetic  consideration 
they  have  always  given  to  suggestions  brought  before  them,  and 
also  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  whole  of  the  Health 
Office  Staff,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

for  the  Year  1922. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Fortunately  few  •*  Causes  of  Sickness  and  invalidity 
which  have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  district  during  the 
j’ear need  to  be  chronicled  as  far  as  1922  is  concerned. 

During  the  first  quarter  there  was  some  reason  to  fear 
another  influenza  epidemic  and  for  a time  the  number  of  deaths 
from  that  cause  was  above  the  average.  After  a few  weeks, 
however,  the  threatened  outbreak  ceased  to  be  a source  of  further 
anxiety. 

It  is  sometimes  stated  that  Bath  has  an  undue  number  of 
deaths  from  Cancer,  and  figures  taken  from  statistical  tables 
appear  to  lend  some  support  to  the  suggestion.  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  in  order  to  make  a fair  comparison 
in  this  matter  between  the  population  of  one  district  and  that  of 
another,  or  of  the  Countr}'  as  a whole,  a number  of  correcting 
factors  must  be  introduced.  To  mention  one  point  onlj',  there  is 
for  example  in  Bath,  a relatively  large  number  of  elderlv  people 
who  are  naturally  more  likely  to  develop  the  disease.  The 
population,  too.  is  not  big  enough  to  make  a conclusion  based 
on  one  or  two  years  only,  of  any  real  value.  In  order  to  reach 
some  definite  and  reliable  decision  on  what  is  a very  important 
matter,  we  have  recently  undertaken  the  rathe  ■ laborious  process 
of  investigating  the  figures  for  the  last  10  years  for  which 
statistics  are  available  (1911-20),  every  effort  being  made  to  apply 
suitable  corrections  for  all  the  known  factors  concerned.  The 
result  was  of  considerable  interest,  since  it  shewed  that  actually 
the  average  standardised  death  rate  from  Cancer  for  the  10  years 
mentioned  was  precisely  the  same  for  Bath  as  for  the  Country  as 
a whole — 970  deaths  per  annum  tor  every  million  persons  living. 
There  seems  no  reason  whatever,  therefore,  for  thinking  that 
people  are  more  likely  to  have  their  lives  shortened  by  this 
dreadful  disease  at  Bath  than  they  would  be  elsewhere. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Durino  the  dry  summer  of  rgei.  tlie  supply  of  water  to 
ihe  City  pioved  ver^'  iiiaderpiate  and  had  to  be  cut  off  for  several 
houis  a tlay.  Ihe  Waterworks  Committee  ^ave  very  careful 
(- oiisideraliuii  to  the  problem  thus  raised  and  diiiiii”  ig22  obtained 
the  consent  of  the  Council  to  undertake  works,  which  have 
resulted  in  the  opening  up  of  a number  of  new  springs.  It  is 
estimated  that  when  the  works  are  completed  an  additional 
300,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  will  enter  the  reservoirs  in  normal 
times  and  that  there  will  be  an  ample  snpply  even  in  periods  of 
prolonged  drought.  It  is  a matter  of  considerable  interest  to 
state  that  the  Committee  engaged  a well-known  Water  Finder 
and  that  the  fortunate  increase  in  the  supply  can  be  directly 
attributed  to  his  advice,  which  followed  investigations  witli  the 
divining  rod. 

Samples  of  water  taken  for  analysis  show  that  Bath 
water  is  one  of  great  puritj’. 

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS.  HOSPITAL, 

AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  facilities  for  this  are  provided 

by  the  Council,  either  as  regards 
ordinary  cases,  or  infectious  diseases. 

The  Bath  District  Nursing  Institute,  which  is  affiliated 
to  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses,  was  founded 
ill  1886  to  provide  skilled  nursing  for  the  sick  poor  in  their  own 
homes,  and  carries  on  very  valuable  work  of  this  kind.  It  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions.  During  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  ig23,  5 Nurses  paid  20,411  visits  to  702  patients. 

MIDWIVES. 

The  City  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  Midwives  Acts.  During  ig22  the  number  of  Miowives 
signifying  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  City  was  21.  Three 
of  them  had  been  “ in  practice  in  igoi  ” Nine  worked  solely  in 
connection  with  public  institutions. 

The  number  of  births  attended  by  all  midwives  was  746. 
Seven  attended  more  than  70  cases  each,  and  ten  less  than  10 
each.  No  doctor  was  pre.sent  at  537  of  the  births.  A doctor  was 
previously  engaged  in  38  cases,  and  was  called  in  owing  to  some 
emergency  for  the  remaining  171.  The  total  number  of  births 
notified  during  the  year  was  1,056  and  of  Stillbirths,  41.

city  Midwives.  Four  midwives  are  employed  l)y  the  Maternity 
Department  of  the  District  Nursing  Institute,  for 
which  the  Council  is  financially  responsible.  During  the  year 
they  attended  369  cases.  As  129  mothers  were  confined  at  the 
Rivers  Street  Home,  it  is  evident  that  the  City  Maternity  Services 
were  taken  advantage  of  in  connection  with  nearly  half  the  total 
births  which  occurred  in  Bath  (47%).  Reasonable  fees  are 
charged  to  the  patient.

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  giving  advice  to  expectant  mothers  is  held 
at  the  Rivers  Street  Maternity  Home  on 
Wednesday  afternoons.  Fifty-two  Sessions  were  held  and  219 
new  cases  seen.  The  City  Midwives  paid  914  ante-natal  visits  to 
the  homes  of  patients.  Expenses  are  borne  by  the  Council. 

Midwifery  Fees  paid  to  Doctors  under  Section  14  ot  the  Midwives  Act, 

1918.  This  Section  (a)  imposes  a duty 
on  inidwives  to  send  for  medical  aid  when  certain  emergencies 
arise,  {b)  requires  the  Authority,  if  asked  to  do  so,  to  pay  the  fees 
of  doctors  so  called  in,  and  {c)  allows  the  Authoiity  to  recover 
such  fees  from  the  patient,  unless  satisfied  that  the  patient  is  too 
poor  to  pay.  During  1922  the  Council  paid  out  about  £12^^  in 
medical  fet.s  and  recovered  about  £2,^  from  patients.  There  has 
been  a very  definite  saving  to  the  City  since  a careful  system  was 
inaugurated  nearly  three  years  ago  for  the  recovery  of  such  sums 
as  may  be  possible,  without,  it  is  believed,  inflicting  hardship  on 
any  individual  unable  to  afford  the  fee  charged.  Many  accounts 
are  now  settled  between  doctor  and  patient  without  passing 
through  the  Health  Office,  and  those  which  do  come  are  only 
remitted  after  careful  enquiry  into  the  circumstances. 

INFANT  WtLFARE  CENTRES. 

There  are  three  of  these  established  and  carried  on  by 
the  Bath  Infant  Welfare  Association.  The  working  expenses  are 
paid,  for  the  most  part,  by  the  Council,  and  City  Health  Visitors 
help  at  the  Centres.  The  management  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Voluntary  Association,  which  works  however  in  close  relationship 
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with  tlie  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  snb-Coniinittee  of  the 
Council.

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  NECESSITOUS  MOTHERS  & CHILDREN. 

Practically  all  milk  is  supplied  through  the  Infant 
Welfare  and  Ante  Natal  Cl'inics.  Careful  investigations  into 
the  financial  circumstances  of  applicants  are  made,  holh  at  the 
Clinics  and  again  at  the  Health  Office.  Since  about  the  middle 
of  1922  Grade  A Milk  has  been  distributed  almost  exclusively.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

There  are  three  whole  time  Health  Visitors,  each  of 
whom  has  charge  of  one  of  the  three  districts  into  which  the  Citv 
is  divided  for  this  piir[)ose  Fach  Visitor  also  attends  at  least 
once  a week  at  one  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  on  the  day 
allotted  to  children  from  her  area. 
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Home  visits  are  paid  towards  the  end  of  the  second  week 
after  birth  and  repeated  at  gradually  increasing  intervals  until 
school  age  is  reached.  The  Visitors  give  much  appreciated 
advice  to  mothers,  note  and  report  sanitary  defects,  weigh  the 
babies,  and  endeavour  to  procure  their  attendance  at  the  nearest 
Baby  Clinic.  They  also  investigate  and  report  upon  cases  of 
Slillhirlhs  and,  when  desirable,  of  Infant  Deaths.  Action  is 
taken  when  such  reports  suggest  that  it  would  be  likely  to  do 
good.

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

A large  School  Clinic  is  conducted  at  Rosewell  House 
by  the  Education  Authority.  Besides  the  ordinary  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic  on  tour  afternoons  a week,  there  are  special 
departments  for  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Eye,  Ringworm,  and 
Dental  work.  The  total  attendances  of  children  at  Rosewell 
House  during  1922  amounted  to  6,446.  Full  particulars  of  the 
work  at  this  Clinic  are  given  in  my  Annual  Report  to  the 
Education  Authority. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Dispensary  situated  at  26,  Charles  Street  atid  opened 
in  1913,  is  administered  entirely  by  the  Somerset  County  Council, 
one  of  whose  Medical  Officers  attends  every  Monday  and  Friday, 
It  is  at  the  service  of  all  City  cases,  insured  and  non-insured,  and 
also  of  a few  County  patients  living  outside  the  boundary.  The 
whole  cost  is  charged  to  the  City,  except  that  in  respect  of  County 
cases  a pro  rata  deduction  based  on  attendances  is  made.  In 
connection  with  the  Di.spensary  there  is  a Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  working  exclusively  for  the  City.  Attendances  for  1922 
were  as  follows  : —

Care  Commlttte.  No  Care  Commitlee  had  actually  been  established 
during  1922,  but  at  a well  attended  meeting  of 
those  interested  in  the  matter  held  in  December,  it  was  decided 
to  form  one.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Under  the  Council’s  Scheme  provision  is  made  for  free 
treatment  at  the  Royal  United  Hospital.  Three  Clinics  are  held 
each  week  from  5 to  7 p.m.,  on  Tuesdays  for  women  and  on 
Fridays  and  Saturdays  for  men.  Treatment  can  also  be  given  at 
any  other  time,  day  or  night  if  necessary,  but  although  tht 
facilities  are  there  patients  seldom  come  except  at  the  stated 
hours.  The  cases  dealt  with  are  mainly  those  from  Bath,  and 
from  the  neighbouring  parts  of  Somerset  and  Wilts.  The 
Hospital  pays  all  expenses  and  makes  a pro  rata  charge  on  an 
agreed  scale  to  the  Authorities  concerned,  the  Cit3'’s  share  during 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1923,  being  53%  of  the  total.

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HOSPITALS. 

WiDsley  Sanatorium,  near  Bath.  Early  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis only  are  admitted,  The  Council  has 
l)urchased,  and  maintains  14  beds.  As  far  as  facilities  for 
residential  treatment  of  tuberculosis  are  concerned,  this  is  the 
whole  of  the  Council  scheme.  During  1922,  43  City  patients 
were  discharged  from  the  Sanatorium  on  completion  of  treatment. 
Guardians  Institution  at  Frome  Read  House.  Two  special  wards  are  set 

apart  for  Poor  Law  patients 
suffering  from  advanced  pulmonar}^  tuberculosis.  During  1922 
about  II  beds  on  an  average  were  occupied.  No  contribution  is 
made  through  the  Health  Authority. 

Royal  United  Hospital.  A few  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  admitted  irom 

time  to  time  in  this  general  Hospital.  They 
are  chiefly  of  the  non-pulmonary  type.  No  contribution  is  made 
by  the  Council. 

MATERNITY. 

A Maternity  Home  with  5 beds  was  opened  in  November 
1917,  at  44,  Rivers  Street.  The  nursing  arrangements  are  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Matron  of  the  Bath  District 
Nursing  Institute,  subject  to  the  control  of  a Committee  of  the 
Council,  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  By  a suitable  financial  adjustment  with  the  Nursing 
Institute,  the  whole  of  the  deficit  in  the  working  expenses  is 
borne  by  the  City.  Patients  are  expected  to  pay  such  a sum 
towards  their  maintenance  as  they  may  be  able  to  afford.  During 
the  year  ending  31  March.  1922,  this  contribution  amounted  to 
55%  of  the  total  cost  (as  against  50%  the  year  before).  They  may 
arrange  to  be  attended  by  their  own  doctor  if  they  so  desire.

CHILDREN. 

There  is  no  Children’s  Hospital  in  Bath.  The  Royal 
United  Ho.spital  has  a children’s  Ward,  and  there  are  several  small 
Homes  for  special  types  of  chronic  disabilities  (e.g.,  for  cripples). 
These  are  all  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  receive  no 
help  from  the  Council.  During  1922  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was 
established  at  Rosewell  House  by  the  generosity  of  the  present 
Mayor  of  Bath.  (Full  details  are  given  in  my  Report  to  the 
Education  Authority). 


FEVER 

The  Statutory  Fever  Hospital  on  Clavertou  Down  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Council  for  use  in  connection  with  cases  of  Infect- 
ious Disease.  About  70  patients  can  be  accommodated,  including 
a certain  number  of  private  patients  in  separate  wards.  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  the  main  diseases  treated,  but  when 
necessary  it  is  possible  to  admit,  and  satisfactorily  to  isolate, 
Enteric,  Cerebro-Spiual  Fever,  Small-pox,  or  other  infections. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superint- 
endent of  the  Hospital,  while  the  actual  treatment  of  the  patients 
is  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Collins. 

Infectious  cases  from  the  Bath  Rural  District  and  from 
the  Guardians  are  also  admitted  for  treatment,  at  charges  agreed 

upon  between  the  Authorities  concerned.  Figures  for  1922  are  as

There  is  no  special  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  this 
disease.  If  cases  occurred  they  would  have  to  be  taken 
to  the  Statutory  Hospital,  where  they  could  be  dealt  with  in  a 
special  block  Some  vaccination  statistics  are  given  at  the  bottom 
of  page  3. 
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OthT  HospItaU  in  the  City  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  Royal  United  Hospital.  130  beds.  This  is  a general 
hospital,  which  serves  not  only  Bath,  but  a district  many  miles 
round. 

2.  Royal  Mineral  Water  Hospital.  140  beds.  For  “ grat- 
uitously extending  to  the  poor  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  benefits 
which  the  hot  springs  of  the  City  afford  ” in  rheumatic  and  other 
affections. 

3.  Bath  Pensions  Hospital.  Under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions. 

4.  Bath  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  Lansdown  Grove. 

5.  Bath  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  27  and  28, 
Marlborough  Buildings,  52  beds. 

6.  Bath  Eye  Hospital,  i and  2,  Belvedere. 

7.  The  Eastern,  the  Western,  and  the  Southern  Dispensar 
ies  afford  out  patient  assistance  to  patients  living  in  the  District. 
If  necessary  the  medical  officers  also  visit  at  the  patients’  own 
homes. 

Payment  is  made  by  the  Education  Authority  to  (i)  and 

(5)  for  the  treatment  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Diseases  and  to 

(6)  for  certain  cases  of  Eye  Diseases.  Apart  from  this  none  of 
the  above  institutions  receive  any  financial  assistance  from  the 
City  Council. 

Institutional  Treatment  tor  unmarried  mothers  may  be  provided  at  the 

Bath  Vigilance  & Rescue 
Association’s  Home  at  12,  Walcot  Parade,  and  at  the  Salvation 
Army  Home  for  Women  and  Girls  at  3,  Abbey  Street. 

In  addition  to  all  the  above,  there  are  a great  many 
smaller  charities  and  societies  which  do  most  valuable  work  in 
the  limited  spheres  with  which  they  are  concerned. 

Ambulance  Facilities,  (a)  Infectious  Cases.  Two  Horse  Ambulances 
are  owned  by  the  City  for  use  in  cases  of 
infectious  disease,  (d)  Non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  The 
Police  and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  each  have  a 
motor  ambulance  which  is  available  for  ordinary  cases  at 
reasonable  charges. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  City  undei takes  the  following  pathological  exam- 
inations free  of  charge  for  private  practitioners  :—(a)  Diphtheria 
Swabs,  (i)  Blood  in  suspected  Typhoid,  (c)  Sputum  for  Tubercle 
Bacillus,  and  (d)  Blood  specimens  and  slides  in  suspected 
Venereal  Disease. 

On  the  establishment  of  the  Bath  Central  Laboratory  in 
connection  with  the  Royal  United  Hospital,  arrangements  were 
made  that  (a)  and  (i)  should  be  dealt  with  there  instead  of  being 
sent  to  Bristol.  The  change  dates  from  ist  January,  1923. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  also  .supplied  without  charge  for 
suitable  cases. 

A ;considerable  number  of  investigations  are  made  in 
connection  with  the  Statutory  Hospital  and  the  School  Clinic.

— Twelve  patients  who  died  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  (i.e.,  22‘6%) 
had  not  previously  been  notifie>i  as  suffering  from  the  disease.  Five  of 
these  were  Pulmonary  cases  and  seven  non-pulmonary. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were  2 “ inward  transfers  ” of  patients 
dying  from  pulmonar}'  tuberculosis  in  Asylums  away  from  Bath. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  connection  with  the  occasional  failure  of 
medical  practitioners  to  notify  cases  of  tuber,  ulosis  of  which  they  may  ba  aware.
